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SUBJECT: OPEN LETTER FROM SOUTH VIETNAMESE SENATORS TO 
U.S. CONGRESS

1. TRANSMITTED BELOW IS TEXT OF LETTER, DATED FEB 4, SUPPORTING 
CONTINUED U.S. AID TO VIETNAM FROM 41 SOUTH VIETNAMESE SENATORS 
TO MEMBERS OF U.S. CONGRESS. LETTER, SIGNED BY ALL MEMBERS OF 
THE TWO PRO-GOVERNMENT SENATE BLOCS, WAS WRITTEN PARTLY IN 
RESPONSE TO JANUARY 17 LETTER SENT BY 12 LOWER HOUSE DEPUTIES 
TO U.S. CONGRESS (REFTEL). IT WAS TAKEN TO WASHINGTON BY GROUP 
OF VISITING GVN SENATORS. TEXT WAS PUBLISHED IN FEBRUARY 19 
VIETNAM PRESS. 

2. BEGIN TEXT: 

DEAR SIRS, 

IN OUR CAPACITY AS MEMBERS OF THE SENATE OF THE REPUBLIC 
OF VIETNAM. WE ARE HONORED TO PRESENT TO YOU OUR VIEWPOINT 
ON THE PROBLEM OF U.S. AID FOR THE VIETNAMESE PEOPLE WHICH 
HAS BEEN REFERRED TO YOU BY 12 REPRESENTATIVES IN THEIR 
LETTER DATED JANUARY 17, 1975. IN FACT, THESE 12 REPRESENTATIVES 
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COUNTS A TOTAL OF 219 MEMBERS. 

THESE 12 REPRESENTATIVES HAVE LAID BARE THE FOLLOWING 
FACTS IN THEIR JANUARY 17, 1975, LETTER: 

- THE OPINION GIVEN IN THE LETTER WAS OF A MINIMUM 
MINORITY AND WAS NOT APPRECIATED BY THE MAJORITY OF REPRE- 
SENTATIVES AND SENATORS: 

- SUCH AN OPINION DID NOT GET THE SUPPORT OF ANY RENOWNED 
OPPOSITION REPRESENTATIVES OR SENATORS; 

- DEMOCRATIC ACTIVITIES ACTUALLY EXIST IN THE RVN AND 
THEREFORE THOSE REPRESENTATIVES FULLY ENJOY LIBERTY OF SPEECH. 
HOWEVER, THE OPINION OF A MINORITY, AS ACKNOWLEDGED BY DEMO- 
CRATIC TRADITIONS IN OUR COUNTRY AS WELL AS IN THE U.S., CAN 

IN NO WAY STAND FOR THE POSITION OF THE GREAT MAJORITY OF THE 
PEOPLE. 

IT IS TO RECALL THAT THE U.S. CONGRESS HAS SO FAR ENDORSED 
AID APPROPRIATIONS FOR FRIENDLY NATIONS ON THE PEOPLE-TO-PEOPLE 
BASIS. HENCE ANY ALLEGATION THAT THE AID FUNDS RESERVED BY THE 
AMERICAN PEOPLE FOR THE VIETNAMESE HAVE BEEN AIMED AT HELPING 
AN INDIVIDUAL AND IMPOSING A NEO-COLONIALIST REGIME IN THE RVN 
CONSTITUTES A DENIAL OF THE OBJECTIVE TO DEFEND THE IDEAL OF 
FREEDOM AND DEMOCRACY HIGHLIGHTED IN THE AIDS IN GENERAL, AND 
AN INSULT TO THE U.S. CONGRESS AND PEOPLE. THE RVN PEOPLE 
NEVER ACCEPT SUCH AN UNGRATEFUL AND ABSURD ACT. 

IF ONE CLAIMS THAT THE U.S. AID FOR THE RVN WAS DESIGNED 
TO IMPOSE A NEO-COLONIALIST REGIME ON THE VIETNAMESE, ONE MUST 
WONDER WHETHER THE ASSISTANCE THE U.S. CONGRESS RESERVES FOR 
OTHER COUNTRIES CENTERS ON THE IMPOSITION OF ANY SUCH A REGIME 
OR ON ITS PERSONAL SUPPORT FOR ANY INDIVIDUALS? 

SO FAR THE U.S. CONGRESS HAS ENDORSED AID FUNDS TO HELP 
PEOPLE OF FRIENDLY COUNTRIES IN THE PROTECTION OF THEIR FREEDOM 
AND DEMOCRACY, THEIR SURVIVAL, THEIR RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION 
AND OTHER FUNDAMENTAL HUMAN RIGHTS. IT IS THE REASON WHY 
PEOPLES THE WORLD OVER USUALLY TURN TO THE AMERICANS WHENEVER 
THEY FACE THE THREAT OF TYRANNY OR THE LOSS OF THEIR INDE- 
PENDENCE AND THEIR RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION. OBVIOUSLY, 

MOST OF THE WORLD PEOPLES HAVE LOOKED UP TO THE AMERICANS AS 
LEADER OF THE GLOBAL MOVEMENT FOR PRESERVATION OF FREEDOM AND 
DEMOCRACY. 

IN THAT DIRECTION, WE SOLEMNLY APPEAL TO YOU TO UPHOLD 
THE TRADITIONS OF ALLIANCE OF THE FREE WORLD IN CONFORMITY 
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WITH THE CONSCIENCE OF THE AMERICAN PEOPLE AND YOUR OWN IN 
THE CONSIDERATION OF THE PROBLEM OF AID FOR THE VN PEOPLE.
